PROBLEMS FACE 
NEW OIL CROPS 
IN MISSISSIPPI 


STATE COLLEGE: - 
seed crops for Mississippi, and 
especially the Delta, are often 
talked about and some have been 
tested quite extensively. Research 
reports indicate, however, that 
none seem to offer any real op- 
portunity at this time. 

T. W. Culp, USDA agronomist, 
has been involved in testing 
several of these crops at Delta 
Branch Experiment Station at 
Stoneville. He has recently sum- 
marized results on the crops listed 
below. 

Safflower makes an excellent 
edible oil and brings a good price 
but several years of testing has 
shown the crop is not adapted 
to Delta conditions. 

Acceptable stands of safflower 
are hard to get because of root rot 
throughout the growing season. 
Surviving plants produce inferior 
seed and low yields. 

Sesame offers a little more 
promise. Research has shown that 
excellent yields may be produced 
during most years. The problem 
is present varieties cannot be 
satisfactorily harvested by mech- 
anical means in this area of high 
humidity and rainfall. Until more

SOIL 
CONSERVATION 
NEWS 


As soon as the first good rain 
settled the dust in our fields, 
Mississippi hunters will begin to 
smell birds in the air. Hunters 
will also perk up, and the Miss- 
issippi farmers who are develop- 
ing quail shooting areas will oil 
the hinges on the front gate. Be- 
cause quail season is now open 
on Mississippi recreational farms. 


In Hancock County, according 
to Hugh Sanford, work unit con- 
servationist, Soil Conservation 
Service, Bay St. Louis, Miss.. at 
least four farmers have opened 
their land to commercial hunting. 


Among them are Chester Lee, 
Leetown; Leon Davis, Mlattopt 
L. L. Fletcher, Texas Flat Road; 
C. P. Slay, Flattop. 


"We're not limited to regular 
quail season," said J. R. Wade of 
Grace, Mississippi, Issaquena 
County Soil Conservation District 
Farmer-Cooperator. whose custo- 
mers come from Greenville, Vicks- 
burg, Jackson and other central 
Mississippi areas. 


“We like to get birds in the 
field in September for hunting 
during October. If they're re- 
leased one or two weeks prior to 
shooting, they’re field conditioned. 
They fly better and respond bet- 
ter. From September on through 
December there’s good hunting 
here. Hunters know they can

find quail and they can get the 
limit." 

Wade, who raises cotton and 
soybeans, has developed 350 acres 
as a quail shooting preserve. 
Neighbor James A. Hamlin, a soil 
conservation district commission- 
er, is a partner in this quail-rais- 
ing enterprise which began as a 
hobby when the men "needed 
birds for training puppies." 

Now they charge a $16 daily 
minimum per hunter and furnish 
dogs and guides, in fact will trans- 
port hunters to the most likely 
pots via special designed “carry- 
a had 

Hunters pay $2 for each bird 
over eight. The unsuccessful “can 
pick the birds up at the coop,” 
thereby guaranteeing a quail din- 
ner. 

In 1962 Wade and Hamlin rais- 
ed about 2500 quail. They have 
increased the number to around 
4000 for 1963. 

After release the pen-raised 
quail consume a mixture of corn. 
milo and game bird feed which 
fills the 27 feeders scattered over 
the fields. 

Wade says one of the biggest 
problems so far has been to pre- 
vent sparrows, blackbirds and 
other uninvited birds from brow- 
sing on the feed that costs $6.20 
per hundred pounds and accounts 
for the biggest cash outlay. 

To supplement prepared feed 
these farmers have also planted 
wild peas and tick clover seed 
furnished by the Soil Conservation 
Service and developed at the SCS 
Plant Materials Center near Cof- 
feeville. Such fare insures a juicy 
bird. 

Hamlin said Ed Sullivan, state 
biologist, SCS, Jackjon, helped 
them set up plans for the quail 
development which would fit in 
with their farm plan worked out 
with assistance from M. E. Brew- 
er, work unit conservationist, Roll- 
ing Fork. 

Wildlife plantings have been 
‘nade around ditch banks, sloughs, 
"nd ed^es of cultivated fields, 
‘reas. which o'herwise would not 
$e in productive crops. 

According to Hamlin and Wade, 
“feeding and releasing quail takes 
time” They estimate daily chores 
^onsume around two hours. 

"[t costs about 75 cents to raise 
a bird to maturity" Wade esti- 
mated. "If you carry them later in 
the season, they really board." 

He said the biggest loss in 1962- 
63 was from “varmints” - princi- 
pally house cats that wandered 
over from the nearby community. 

The headaches of feeding-cost 
and varmint loss are forgotten as 
the two men watch the farm dogs, 
Rocky and Joe, quarter a field. 

Both féel they could develop 
this sideline into a "really pro- 
fitable enterprise” that would 
match some of the already thriv- 
ing farm recreational projects 
which are gaining momentum in 
rural America. They are eyeing 
the possibility of adding chukar 
quail, which are bigger and meat- 
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Easterbrook Street.
